on the subject of Christmas in Beth­ 
lehem, writes Harold J. Shepstone in’ 
the Wide World, and we have ha 
glowing accounts of its gorgeous p 
cessions and ceremonies, none a_ _ 
to have been bold enough to tell th 
world of the distressing scene which 
may be witnessed in the one spot on! 
earth where man would expect peace 
to reign at that glad season of the 
year. Christmas is a long business at 
Bethlehem. First come the'Lattn cere-1 
monies, which take place on December! 
25, followed 13 days later by the Greek 
services, while 13 days later comes the 
Armenian Christmas feast. The serv­ 
ices are held In the Church of the Na­ 
tivity, one of the most remarkable edi­ 
fices in the world. The holy of holies j 
of the church is the grotto or manger, i 
It is a small underground chamber, I 
said to be the actual site of the stable 
where the Savior was born. Just In 
front of the altar is a silver star, let 
into the marble floor, said to mark the 
exact spot of the nativity. 
In the various ceremonies the bit­ 
terest rivalry exists between the vari­ 
ous sects, aud even during the ordinary 
services Turkish soldiers have to be 
on guard day and night in the church 
to prevent strife. On special occasions, 
such as Christmas time, an extra force 
of soldiers is necessary lf order is to 
lie maintained. It is during Christmas 
festivities that the church is cleaned. 
To prevent quarrels among the rivil 
priests the authorities many years age 
set down definite rules as to what por­ 
tions of the walls, pillars, floors, etc^ 
this or that body may clean or sweep. 
Despite these elaborate precautions, 
however, trouble often arises. Daring 
the Christmas festivities of 1913 a 
deplorable scene was witnessed In the 
sac red building. 
Two sects disputed 
the rights to clean a certain portion 
of the church. They went to the gov­ 
ernor of Bethlehem and he decided a 
certain sect possessed the right to do 
the work. When they started to sweep, 
however, the rival priests flew at theiq 
and soldiers had to hold one sect back 
while the other did the sweeping. 


CHRISTMAS IN OTHER LANDS

Devote Day to Worship In

The children of Bassia, Italy and 
Fpain spend Christmas day In wor­ 
ship at their churches and receive 
tLelr presents on January 6.

3,000 lives each year in the state, is 
the graphic picture outlined by M. Ray 
■bond Poincare, President of France. 
to show the ravages of tuberculosis in 
the war zone. 
While the brave poilus were “carry­ 
ing on” against the foe on far-flung 
battlefields, tuberculosis, according 
the figures of M. Poincare, cost the 
drench army nearly 200,000 soldiers 
and wrought untold havoc in prison 
camps and among the civilian popula­ 
tion of the invaded districts. Further 
evidences of the ravages of the dis­ 
ease will, It is expected be available 
as the country enters the reconstruc­ 
tion period which follows the advent 
of pence. 


“Tuberculosis played great havoc 
in our country before the war “ said 
Pres. Poincare. 
“This has unfortun­ 
ately increased in frightful proportion 
through the fault of our common ene­ 
mies. 
Photographs which wives and 
mothers receive from sons and hus­ 
bands who are prisoners, show how 
much these loved ones become emaci­ 
ated and almost unrecognizable. Many 
of thfcse become tuberculous. 
The 
hostages which the neemy gathers in 
the invaded regions and forcibly trans­ 
fers into Germany also fall a prey 
to the disease. Finally, even the brave 
populations 
who have remained in 
Northern France under the yoke of 
the German army suffer terribly to­ 
day from privations and waste away to 
such a degree that they become more 
And more susceptible to the contagion 
of tuberculosis." 
Tuberculosis vies with war in its 
toll of death, according to the state­ 
ment of Dr. Livingston Farrand. Di­ 
rector of the American Commission 
for the prevention of Tuberculosis in 
France. Dr. Farrand, w’ho is president 
of the University of Colorido, has 
been in France directing the activities 
of the commission, which has in no 
wise slackened its efforts since the 
Nun decided he had better quit before 
the Fatherland resounded to the tramp 
of allied soldiers, enroute to Berlin. 
Dr. Farrand’s Statement. 
“Though the sacrifice of lives in the 
present war has been to enormous aa 
to make all previous losses on the 
battlefield appear slight in compar! 
•on,” said Dr. Farland. “it never! he 
leos appears to be a fact that this 
frightful war mortality does not great 
ly exceed and indeed may be exceeded 
by, the deaths from tuberculosis under 
ordinary conditior.4. if equal areas and 
periods be considered. 
In the four 
years since the war began, the tot ii 
Bomber of deaths from tuberculosis 
among the civilian population and in 
the armies of all the countries en 
gaged has at least approximated the 
total number of soldiers killed in bat­ 
tle.”
